A Report by the Town Manager 
of Wilmington 


Refuse Disposal System Cost Last Year 


During the last fiscal year (July 1, 1975 
to June 30, 1976) the Town voted to raise, 
for the disposal of solid waste, the sum of 
$145,400. The service that was provided 
under this budget figure included a 
privately-owned dump facility, steel con- 
tainers at municipally-owned buildings, 
and weekly pickup of garbage from any 
household that wanted the service. We 


also allocated the services of the 
Highway Department for seven to ten 
working days for the annual pickup of 
large bulky household items. The es- 
timated cost for this item for labor and 
equipment is $8,750. The combined total 
budget therefore, to provide the basic 
refuse disposal for fiscal 1976 was $145,- 
400 as shown on the Table of Cost enclos- 
ed. 


This Year 


For the current fiscal year (July 1, 1976 
to June 30, 1977) the Town voted to raise 
the sum of $181,900 for the disposal of 
solid waste. The system of disposal, 
however, required a change as a result of 
certain court action instigated by the 
\ plaintiff, the Dept. of Environmental 
Quality Engineering of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts through 
Mr. Francis S. Béllotti, Attorney 
General, against the Town of Wilmington 
and Mr. Clem Spinazola, operator of the 
private solid waste disposal site. The 
court action and resulting Consent 
Roder, entered into by all the parties, 
prohibited the disposal site operator, Mr. 
Clem Spinazola, from operating a refuse 
disposal facility, and prevented the Town 
of Wilmington from entering into’a con- 
tract with Mr. Spinazola until such time 
as the Spinazola landfill facility is 
operated in accordance with Mass. 
General Laws and certain regulations 
for the Disposal of Solid Waste as ap- 
proved by the Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


For the current fiscal year which started 
on July 1, 1976, the Town now has 
residential door-to-door pickup of gar- 
bage and rubbish, refuse container ser- 
vice for all municipal buildings, and 
weel.ly and twice-a-year disposal of any 
large household item for the annual cost 
of $165,000. This sum represents an in- 
crease of $19,600 over the budget figure 
of last year or about 14 cents per $1,000 of 
valuation on the tax rate. If your house 
is valued at $20,000 the added cost is $2.80 
per year for door-to-door pickup of all 
solid waste. 

If you previously contracted individually 
for rubbish removal from your home, 
with the new municipal refuse disposal 
service, you now have a reduction in 
your cost of about $20.00 per year, which 
is the equivalent of a one dollar reduc- 
tion on your tax rate. 

In final observation, the cost to a home- 
owner for the added service of door-to- 
door pickup and disposal of garbage and 
rubbish out-of-town is either a reduction 
of $20,000 per year or, ona e valued 
at $20,000, it is an added cost ‘of $2.80 per 
year for the combined refuse service.

Ipswich River natural 
resources study starts 


A survey of natural resources 
along the Ipswich River is being 
planned by the US Department of 
Agriculture, Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, preparatory to the issuance 
of regulations designed to protect 
the watershed, by the 
Massachusetts Commissioner of 
Environmental jement. 

The study will include soils, 
water, forest, wild life, and scenic 
resources, and it is hoped to in- 
clude the services of local officals 
and citizens, plus some interns, 
who are to assist the local of- 
ficials. The first step will be a 
mapping of ownership to within 100 
yards of the river. The value of the 
lands along the river is expected to 
increase, the Soil Conservation 
Service seems to think, as a result 
of the new regulations. 

The Ipswich River Watershed

June 23 and one of the messages delivered to him was that 
Wilmington has only 40 units of Housing for the Elderly, with 
1700 persons in town eligible for such housing. There was a 
total of about 80 persons at the ‘town meeting" which was held 
in Woburn High School. About half of those present were from 
Wilmington, with members of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority aand the Wilmington Council of Aging doing the 
speaking 

Henry Borazzo, Executive 
Director of the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority said that Wi 
has been frustrated in its efforts to 
get housing for the elderly. One 
hundred and ten units had been 
promised to be allocated to 
Wilmington at about the time the 
Governor took office, but nothing 
has been done, and the program 
has been stalled. 

George Hooper, Chairman of the 
Housing Authority presented the 
Governor with a petition for Hous- 
ing for the Elderly to which there 
were over 1000 signatures. He told 
Dukakis that the state should stand 
up and listen to Wilmington. 

There are only 40 units 
available for the elderly and those 
are 20 years old. There is a list of 
applicants of 200 persons, who seek 
to live in one of the units for the 
elderly at the Housing Authority.
